Winnipeg, April a.— Further returns of 
voting on the Prohibitory Liquor Act 
referendum give increased majorities 
against the act Nearly every muni- 
cipality heard from today gave adverse 
majorities Ttie lied River valley dis- 
tricts are almost unanimous ngaiust, 
while in the central portions of the 
province the vote is more evenly divid- 
ed. 

Tlie official majority against in Win- 
nipeg city is 3,40ti, 

The totals for the province up to this 
evening are 18,81)0" against, and 1:2, £13 
for . 

There are still a number of the smaller 
municipalities to hear from, but the re- 
turns will not alter the majority to any 
extent. Charges of crookedness on the 
part of the liquor men are made by the 
temperance workers, who allege that 
many votes were repeated at the city 
polls, and that deputy returning officers 
neglected their duties in not administer- 
ing the oath. 

A rather odd phase ol the situation i.^ 
that all the parlies that were interested 
in the voting claim victories. The Ito- 
minion alliance followers says that the 
result of the election justified their ex- 
pectations. Thousands of temperance 
people, the Alliance claim, did not vote, 
because of the position the Alliance took. 
This, they say, is well, for thev claim 
that the voting was so corrupt thai as a 
representation of public opinion it was 
useless. The result, was a splendid vie-, 
tory and vindication of the position that 
the Alliance took and for the cause of 
true temperance. 

The Prohibition league claim, ou the 
other hand, that the position of the 
League, that every temperance man 
should tarn out and vote on the act, was 
vindicated by the fact that over 12.000 
votes were polled ill its favor. They 
point, out that if the result in the city 
was subtracted from the total, the vote 
in the rest of the province for and 
ngailist will be about equal; and this, 
even though the temperance men did 
no organizing, and the liquor Pica put up 
the fight of their lives. This section of 
the temperance party also claim that 
there was a great deal of corruption in 
the election. 

Tlie anti-prohibitionists say they do not 
claim a moral victory; all tli'.v wanted 
was a practical one— a majority of the 
votes— and this they received.

The work ul putting in the sub-structure 
will be one if not the greatest feats in 
bridge construction on the continent of 
America, but all the difficulties will be 
minimized by precautions taken in ud- 
vasico and the scientific methods which 
have been adopted. 

The greatest dillhiulties to be over- 
come are the great depth of water and 
the strong current of the Praser, but 
provision lias been made to overcome 
these and permit of the work being tar- 
ried o'l at any stage of water. An idea 
ot the extreme difficulty of the work 
may he gleaned from the fa;-; that one 
of the piers will have its foundation 50 
feet below I he bed of the river, which 
is 70 feet deep uf high water at that 
point. The pier will be 130 feet high, 
only 10 feet short of the tallest pi r 
which has been built under Mr. \\ ad- 
dell's supervision. 

Sonic entirely new features will be in- 
troduced in the structure, iimoiig which 
a Wedge- shaped span is a novel depar- 
ture and unique in the history of bridge 

building. Mr. Waddelfs plans ha-e 1 n 

so perfected that as soon as the substruc- 
ture is completed .the super-structure 
may be placed without trouble at any 
stage of water. 

Mr. Waddell has designed and super- 
intended the building of three bridges 
over the Missouri niver, those at. Sioux 
I 'ily, lias! Omaha and Jefferson City, 
ami he says the Praser river bridge is 
a far greater work than anv of them. 
He ha.- also built many hridg-es In 
Mexico and in (lino. Texas, Louisiana 
ami other state-- of the union, but from 
I lie way be spoke of the New Westmin- 
ster structure, he evidently considers 
that it will prov one of the most credit- 
able of all the great works which stand 
a- mom nieni s to his skill. 

The contract calls for the completion 
of tlie bridge by .Inly 15. 11)03. and it 
will beep the contraclurs busy to fulfil 
t h. ir engagement.

of the murdered officer. The Australians 
promptly save that man a drum-head 
court-martial and shot him. They had 
no right to do ho. He should have been 
delivered over to higher authorities. It 
was a reprisal which was apt to lead to 
further reprisals, aud break down the 
restraints of civilized warfare, between, 
at least, the Boers and the Australians. 
Well, what happened? Three of the 
Australians were court-martialed, two of 
I hem were shot, and the third sentenced 
to penal servitude for life. That is iron 
discipline, but Lord Kitchener is ap iron 
man. In contrast with this, a certain 
Major Waller of the United States army, 
is accused of having shot eteveu Fil- 
ipinos without the semblance of a trial. 
To shoot a fellow-man without trial is 
murder. We hope Major Waller is not 
auilty of this action. But if he is guilty, 
we do not anticipate the punishment ho 
deserves being meted out to him, if we 
are to judge from the way in which the 
news of his conduct was received. In 
fact, we have heard of a well known of- 
ficer iu the United States army who 
cried out, when ho heard of it: "Bully 
for Waller'" Here is a contrast, ac- 
curate, unimpeachable and pointed. Yet 
in the face of it, the United States 
Congress is asked to lake action "for the 
purpose of stopping the awful atrocities 
now going on in South Africa." We re- 
spectfully submit that Congress would 
be well employed in removing the beam 
from the eye of the United Stales, be- 
fore it begins to interfere with the mote 
which obstructs the visiou of Great 
Britain.

PROHIBITION. 

Manitoba has apparently rejected pro- 
hibition as a remedy for over-indulgence 
i" liquor. Iu all probability Manitoba 
couplers that prohibition is not a rem- 
edy, that it does not prohibit. Experi- 
ence endorses the attitude of Manitoba. 
Prohibition reaches the law-abiding, so- 
ber and industrious man. It limits his 
cocc'iMitinn ,,f something he does not 
''c.-';ie. lint it is powerless to 
ai ' hi man to whom alcohol is a ne- 
ces.-i;y, or who craves inordinately for 
it. Ii affects those who do not require 
it. a nl fails to reach those who do. Be- 
si>' - which, it places the whole coni- 
»' ;■ ity in a condition of tutelage to the 
law. ami renders the practice of the vir- 
ile of temperance a matter of external 
cnnipul.siou, instead of the expression of 
individual character. It is curious how 
many vices, some of them as degrading 
as drunkenness, are condoned by cus- 
tom. Drunkenness used to In' so condon- 
ed, and is still in some communities. 
Hut we have done a great deal towards 
placing a social stigma upon drunken- 
ness. In fact, w„ have been so eager to 
reform iiiis vie, thai we have, perhaps, 
neglected some others jus! as bail, in- 
worse. About a hundred years ago i; 
was not uncommon to sec the following 
s; '-'» over frrog simps: "Drunk 
r '"' " penny, dead drunk for 
twopence (.'lean straw to lie on." We 
rather thin!; that such an advertisement 
as that, if ii appeared in Victoria, would 
shock the general moral sense of the 
community. So that a belter social tone 
in reference io drunkenness is corning in- 
to existence. We confess to sharing the 
old-fashioned opinion that this ; s the 
correct way to advance a moral reform, 
and that it cannot be really advanced 
by prohibitory laws. After a while it 
will not be orthodox to over-indulge in 
alcoholic beverages; it may not even be 
orthodox to taste alcoholic beverages nl 
all. Rut universal orthodoxy by force is 
an experiment which has been tried in 
more directions than with regard to the 
consumption of spirituous liquors, nnd 
it has always tailed. A drunken freedom 
is better than a sober slavery. For 
against the drunkard inexorable nature 
will avenge herself, but when we en- 
deavor to bind the intellect and ( - 

science of the individual man, we as- 
sault the citadel of the divine govern- 
ment itself. 



A CONTRAST. 



The United States congress is invited 
to pass a resolution of sympathy with 
the Boers and a request to the President 
to intervene to urge arbitration on 
Great Britain, "for the purpose of stop- 
ping the awful atrocities now going on 
in South Africa."

During last year the exports of the 
United States exceeded the imports by 
!rUti-l,592,S2t>. This sum of money is not 
remitted lo the United States in cash. 
If it were it would inflate pricea to such 
an extent that exports would diminish 
and imports increase until a balance was 
arrived at. It is really devoted to three 
objects, the first being payment of in- 
terest traveling expenses, freight, and 
rents and donations such as those of Mr. 
Carnegie. These things are known in 
economics as invisible imports. They 
are calculated to have amounted to 
$200,000,000 in the year under consid- 
eration, as follows; interest $00,000,000; 
freights, $80,000,000; traveling expenses, 
JFGO.OOO.OOO; rents, $10,000,(100 under- 
valuation of imports, $5,000,000; do- 
nations, etc., $35,000,000; leaving 
balance of over $-150,000,000. The 
second object to which this money 
is applied is the liquidation of debt 
by the purchase of securities held 
in 'Europe. It is asserted that the 
debt of the United States to outside 
capital diminished :.'0 per cent, during 
the year. There, were special reasons 
for this connected with the struggle for 
the control of a great railway system. 
The third object to which the still very 
large balance is applied is the creation 
of credits aboard; and to the money 
applied to this purpose must be added 
the surplus production of goal which 
the internal commerce of the United 
Slates cannot absorb. These credits nr 
largely being created in England for the 
simple reason that American financiers 
are in closer touch with industry and 
commerce in Great Britain than else- 
where. This has led to the cry about 
tiie American invasion of Great Britain, 
its economic colonization as ii were, by 
the United Stales. A very thoughtful 
writer in the Contemporary Review, 
however, points out that it is rather a 
boncffit than otherwise that this capital 
should be left in Great Britain, after 
it has once been earned, and that the 
' " 1 ' 1 1 ' 'lij-.ll} is nol in the w the 
money is applied, but in the fact that 
it has been earned out of the people of 
Great Britain. He shows that the rea- 
son why consols and other British 
sei urities have not fallen more than they 
have under the strain of the South Afri- 
can war, has been due to the fact that 
American money has supported them as 
soon as their price made them an at- 
tractive investment. He certainly con- 
cludes that Cieat Britain, during war 
time nl least, is living upon her reserve 
store of wealth, and is accumulating 
very little surplus capital for foreign 
investment, such as she is making, go- 
ing almost exclusively to South 'Africa, 
if we were discussing this from an Im- 
perial point of view, we might point 
• nl how very serious a condition of af- 
fairs is thus disclosed, and how it could

He seems to aim at 
Canada's giving to the United Stales 
flic same one-sided bargain which Great 
Britain has always insisted upon con- 
ferring on I hat country. lAt pres- 
ent we wish to take up the 
facts as they affect the financial 
position of British Columbia. Brit- 
ish Columbia is now, and must be 
for many years to come, a debtor coun- 
try dependent for her development upon 
money borrowed from I hose countries 
looking for foreign credits as an outlet 
for their surplus funds. At the present 
time Great Britain is not looking for 
foreign credits to any large extent, her 
resources being mainly occupied in feed- 
ing her own people, and in subjugating 
South Africa. This explains our diffi- 
culty in bnrrow'ug money in London, 
and the low- price level of our inscribed 
slock. At. the same lime, the United 
States is looking for foreign credits to 
absorb the enormous balance in the 
value of exports over imports. II would 
certainly seem reasonable therefore, that 
wo ihoubl abandon (he system of bor- 
rowing upon inscribed stock and borrow 
upon bonds, getting the money we need 
from those who have it to dispose of

court of law. 

Mr. Curtis acknowledged tho commis- 
sioner's courtesy and fair treatment all 
through the investigation. 

At this stage Mr. Curtis suggested an 
adjournment to enable him to procure 
certain papers. He would like to get all 
despatches which had passed between 
the Canadian Northern and the govern- 
ment,- and ho proposed that those de- 
spatches should be submitted to the com- 
missioner, and to Mr. Fred. Peters, K. 
C. (acting iu his— Curtis'— behalf) 'and 
that such of them as were relevant 
should be produced in evidence. 

This proposal was hotly resented by 
the commissioner, who reprimanded Mr. 
Curtis for his gross lack f courtesy in 
qucsticniug his imparl ialit v b\ implying 
that he could not be 1 rusted to deal with 
the despatches. 

Mr. Curtis declared he had no inten- 
tion of reflecting upon the commissioner's 
integrity. 

The commissioner said apparently Mr.

Mr. Curtis apologized for any lack of 
courtesy which he had shown.

The third morning of the teachers 
convention was like the preceding one, 
devoted to sectional work, the four sec- 
tions already explained in detail con- 
tinuing their separate meetings tit which 
many able and interesting papers and 
addresses were (listened to. A few of 
I !u- teachers had gone home, but they 
were so few as scarcely to be missed, 
and the rest of the 350 who are attend- 
ing the meetings kept the various rooms 
crowded often to standing room. Some 
objections have ibeen heard to the sec- 
tional system, but there is no doubt that 
through it far more work is being done 
than ever before at the general institute, 
while the concentration of attention of 
the teachers to subjects of immediate 
importance' to the grades, in which they 
daily labor, must lead to no small bene- 
fit to the schools of the province at large. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 

At the afternoon meeting, where all 
were again united in a single meeting, 
Mr. Buchanan presided. The minutes 
ol' the previous day's peeling were 
adopted as read. 

An announcement was then made by 
Miss Cameron regarding the Education- 
al Journal of Western Canada, publish- 
ed in Winnipeg. I; was now in iis third 
>ear ol existence and so far as its edi- 
tors are concerned was quite a labor 
of love for the advancement of their 
work. Of it she was the associate edi- 
tor for the province, and she consider- 
ed that the periodical met the needs of 
Western teachers much better than 
many of the old educational papers. She 
had a few sample numbers for distri- 
bution and would be very glad to have 
those present give them their consider- 
ation and follow I hat, up by subscribing 
to the journal.

No discussion, however, 
followed, and the motion being carried, 
the chairman appointed Principal Burns, 
who had been inspector for Kootenay a 
few years ago, with Mr. Clayton and 
Walter Hunter of Nanaiino. Mr. Clay- 
ton not being present, Mr. Murphy took 
his place, and the committee withdrew 
lo perform their task. 

Mr. Leonard Tait then gave the re- 
port on the committee appointed to com- 
municate with the institute meeting of 
the up-country teachers at Nelson, with 
regard to next year's meeting. Their 
etlorts had been somewhat disappointing, 
as the following telegrams would show:

BSakeley Reported Inbound— 
But the Operator frtade 
A Mistake. 



Mistook the Lime Carrier W. K. 
Irwin For Treasure Brlg,- 
antlne Blakeley. 



Thero was excitement galore yester- 
day as a result of a despatch from Car- 
manah Point stating that a brigantine 
believed to be the Blakeley— the treasuro 
hunter which carried an expedition to 
Go cos Island— passed there at 12.:!3 p. m. 
A later report said the hrig'antiue was 
(Standing over towards Clallam Buy, des- 
cribed her as having "a leg of mutton 
mainsail, and square stem or nearly 
square, painted green or black— she was 
too far oft to ascertain definitely." The 
despatch said tiiat a wiud was starting 
up at 2.30 [>. in. 

The message.-- were posted at the C. 
J*. It. telegraph office nud bulletined 
•about the city. Around tho bulletin 
/boards many stood to discuss the reports, 
and the comment was varied. While 
some asked i ! tho operator had to look 
through smoked glasses because of the 
glare of the heaped diamonds oi; her deck, 
others enquired if Mr. Gilbert was wear- 
ing the jeweled crown of which the for- 
tune-tellers, spoken of by Mr. Jones, 
had told; and others enquired if the 
casks of Spanish doubloons were lightly 
Mashed to the hrigantiue's decks, and 
some endeavored to ascertain it' there 
was $30,000,000 of treasure in the hold. 
The speculation was interesting, and 
the excitement intense — and Ihen the 
pipe went out. The brigantine was the 
lime carrier \V. K. Irwin, and not the 
treasure brigantine Blakeley. 

The lookout man at Oarmannh Wits 
interested, and he saw the brigantine 
loaded one i.ioment, and in ballast the 
next. One minute there iwae hope in the 
hearts of the stockholders— the next, 
despair. Some queried petulantly why a 
tug had not been sent to bring in the 
treasure-laden brigantine, while others 
cautiously spoke of stock jobbing 
schemes. Was there fortune in sight, or 
nothing but a cargo of guano to assist 
tn pay expenses'.' The stockholders could 
not say, but shipping men knew that 
the incoming brig was the W. K. Ir- 
win, which passed Neah Bay at 10 a. 
m. The operator at Carmannh had seen 
her across the Straits, and thinking her 
the lllakely had caused the iliig excite- 
ment, which made many millionaires — ' 
until the pipe went out. 

It is NN days since the Blakely sailed 
out of the harbor with her Hag Hying 
at the top of her lofty mast. As it 
■wott/ld occupy at least 40 days to get to 
the island anil fully as long to get back 
under favorable conditions, this would 
give the treasure banters Jess than two 
weeks at the pirate's lair — but, as will 
he re m em he red, Mr. Junes, a director, 
stated at the "company's meeting that 
fori uiie-leiiers had said the treasure 
■would be located on the second day after 
the brigantine anchored in Chatham 
■Bay, Cocoa Island. 'Mrs. Young, a >.'a- 
tiaimo spiritualist had told of how a 
secret cache wou'ld be found with jewels 
jjnlore, and a great golden crown set with 
jewels as rich as those of King Solo- 
mon's Jliijics. Therefore eight days at 
the islands would be sufficient, for on 
the hrst day Mr. Enyeart, the expert, 
would take his twig-like gold fnnlur in 
hand ami slowly parade over the ground, 
HUtil the swaying of the instrument tokl 
of tho treasure beneath, and when {Mr. 
.Uillrert's silver tinder had indicated the 
ici'Utes of Mexican dollars beneath the 
earth, the engine would be set up and 
the shaft sunk. When the drill tapped 
the chests of treasure, all hands would 
set iu .work with pick and shovel, and 
will) windlass, and 'bucket the 'golden 
store iwould be hoisted up and boat load 
after boat load carried on hoard the 
treasure ship. Then quickly the 'brigan- 
tine would wend her homeward way — at 
least the shareholders Imped this would 
have been the routine, bill it was not, 
for instead of the treasure carrier, the 
incoming brigantine was bound to Koche 
harbor i'l.i lime. Meanwhile some 
were selling, and some were buying the 
stocks of the company. The story of the 
l.'ocos island treasures and the attempts 
tu find them are old to Viictoriaus, and 
can be told briefly. Due treasure is 
supposed to have been placed there in 
I.SUl by a British vessel, which had 
turned pirdc: the pirate ship Kcnipcl- 
ilgo is supposed to have buried a golden 
store there; and in 1835 the Nova Scotia 
bark IMary Dea is said to have landed 
and buried $30,000,000 in gold, silver, 
and jewels, stolen from a Peruvian city 
which was besieged, and the treasure 
placed on board the .Mary Den for safe- 
keeping. The story of the fate of the 
iMary I tea's crew is ii bloody one, for 
all save three met tragic fates, and the 
survivors after making ineffectual ef- 
forts to xectire the treasure, passed on 
their charts and information when death 
came iinti, they came into the possession 
of ('apt. ITed llaekett. win, commirnds 
the Blakeley. ('apt. Hacked made a 

search with the sell r Aurora for a 

Victoria company, in which many seal- 
ers were interested, and this 'is his 
second trip. The warships Impcricusc 
■and Phaeton searched fur the treasure, 
anil the company, which sent the Blake- 
ley received a letter from Admiral i'al- 
liser, who was in command of that ex- 
pedition, lb rough a friend, in which he 
said that he had discovered the mil- 
lions, but buried them again. Capt 
Mackenzie, of the V. & S. railway, some 
time 'ago, look ;m expedition there, and 
iSim iFrnnciseo, Stockton and Australian 
expeditious have searched in vain.

Canadian's Adventures With a Couple 
of Boer Ponies. 

From Toronto Star. 

I a ii let ter lo rel n i res in Oril.'ia, writ- 
ten on Ihc veldt twelve miles north of 
Knnelo, Lieut. Douglas Christie tells of 
an exciting experience which he had 
while taking pari in an tittnck on a 
,Koer lunger in January. die says: 

"You will have seen in the papers 
what gooil work iho columns under 
•Bruce Hamilton did lately. Every cap- 
ture meant a long night march. For 
the last two months we have averaged 
two or three niglil inarches a us eek. 

"The last march I ivm very unlucky. 
.Tttsl at daybreak, when wo smarted to 
gallop,- my pony put its foot in a hole, 
and 1 came an awful cropper; knocked 
me silly for ii few moments. 1 broke 
my water-bottle and lost nty pipe and 
pouch. Iliy the time I got going again 
I had lost the rest of the regiment, and 
so went off oil my own hook with some 
8th [Mounted _ Infantry. I saw n Boer 
making off with a pack pony, so I made 
full sail at him, and he left the pony, 
'which I collared as my spoil. I then 
spotted .another pony, thinking it was a 
better one, dismounted, tied i: to my 
ow'n horse, and changed the pack saddle 
(with two lug packs in it) from the lirst 
to the second captured jwiiy. 

"I hud just fixed things when the 
Jtoers began to •snipe. .1 was by myself 
by now. This frightened the ponies, 
and oIT they went as html as they could 
go. There was I left, all by myself, on 
foot. iBut I managed to got back all 
right, though minus my own horse, as 
well us the two ponies and the packs. 
I have often wondered what was In 
those two packs!"

Paul, on behalf of tlio resolu- 
tions committee, then submitted the fol- 
lowing resolutions, which were disposed 
of as follows: 

Moved by Geo. E. Kobluson, seconded by 
A. C. Stewart, and carried: 

Resolved that the thanks of the Institute 
lio tendered the Provincial Government for 
it generous donation of llfty dollars to the 
funds of the Institute, and that the secre- 
tary forward a copy of this resolution to 
the Hon. the Provincial Secretary. 

Moved by J. .1 Dougan, seconded by M, 
Shelton and curried: 

Resolved that this Institute tender Its 
very hearty thanks to the Victoria Colonist 
and" the Times for the full, accurate anil 
excellent report of the various proceedings 
nf the Institute.

'itesolved, that It is in the highest inter- 
ests nf education throughout Canada, that 
a Dominion Teachers' Certificate of a high 
grade should be created, which should be 
valid In any province of the Dominion. 

The lust resolution was tin' only one 
occasioning any discussion. It was at 
once opposed by 

Mr. Sollawny, who thought thai it 
would he of bench! only to the teachers 
of Ontario who were desirous of coming 
Vint here, ami would bring no benefits 
to till* school teachers of British Colum- 
bia. . . ,- , ,. 

Miss Cameron then explained tutu «' 
I he meeting of the Women's council, held 
in this city some two years ago, there 
were several teachers amongst the dele- 
gates some of whom came from nil the 
provinces of Canada. This was the 
first occasion of a meeting of represen- 
tative teachers from all the provinces, 
and from it the hint had been thrown 
out on which the resolution had been 
based. This was the tirst convention held 
here since that time, and so the mattef 
,w:is being brought up at the earliest op- 
portunity, and she believed that it had 
already 'been discussed 111 the teachers' 
institutes in the LOnst. Should its ob- 
■erf he at last nttained it might enable 
the teachers here to get some of the 
good things to be hud throughout the 
whole Dominion. 

11. C. Shelton, of Sannieh. pointed out 
that this might not be possible under the 
provisions of the Britsh North Aiuerea 
Act by one of the sections of which the 
control of education affairs was vested, 
solely in th» hands of the provincial nu-| 
thori'tics. Were it possible, however, lie' 
did not favor such a measure, and spokej 
briefly against the resolution nlong the 
linos '<>f provincial rights. 

Mr. .T. J. Donirau, of Vancouver, 
moved that the matter be stood over 
until the next meeting of the institute, 
for the question was so large that tin' 
institute should not be expected to pass 
upon it without some reasonable time for 
its consideration. This was seconded by 
Mr. .7. .T. Moore, hut 1 he .•hair ruled it 
out of order, as it practically irsulted in 
the negativing of the original motion, 

Mr. [Tindle suggested that this matter 
might better be left to the universities, 

who. by conferring a ilegr >f RaclieloT 

of Pedagogy which the various provin- 
cial departments of education could re- 
cognize, would readily cover the ques- 
tion. As it was. there was no inducement 
for teachers to st rive to reach the higb- 
. -t pi it cos in their profession, as the posi- 
tions here were too few to go around, 
but a measure of reciprocity of this sort 
those climbing mi t<> the top of the bid- 
der might lie hide to avail themselves of 
openings elsewhere.

The highest func- 
tion possible to man is to impart good 
to his fellow-man, to touch humanity 
beneficially, to awaken thought ami in- 
spire lofty ambition, to incite to effort 
ami to promote high achievements. To 
this noble task you address yourselves, 
and whether you succeed or not makes 
more difference to British Columbia 
than the success or failure of the efforts 
of any other class of citizens in tin

With you it rests al- 
most absolutely to say whetllei these 
streams shall cleanse and enrich or 
whether they shall till tin' he's and 
swamps, lo. i,l tiie air with pestilential 
vapors and rot the foundations of the so- 
cial structure. Next in importance to 
their inheritance and earliest environ- 
ments is the inllueiiec you will exert 
upon the young citizens of this state— 

and because, , fteil, those other flic- 

tors do not make for g I, and because, 

whether for good or ill. the present tend- 
ency is to increase the school room's 
portion of the responsibility, which it! 
-hares with the home, it remains that 
the slate must look to tiie schools for 
the benelichil intlueiice so necessary to 
its youthful citizens. In a word, in 
your bunds the youth of the land are 
to lie lilted fur life— taught bOW to live 
— how to bo u and women. 

It is evident then that you must 
know thoroughly well two things: what 
it means to live and what the nature in 
which you have to lit for life. Vou 
must know what it is to lie men uml wo- 
men. Vou must know what buys and 
girls are ami the process by which they 
can be developed into men and women, 
tit and willing for tlia duties of life. 
This knowledge is ni ! easily acquired. 
It cannot be staled in convenient for- 
mulae, it cannot, indeed, be fully stated 
in books at all. It must be obtained, 
almost wholly, at lirst hand by careful 
observation and its successful applica- 
tion is to be accomplished only at the 
cost of infinite pains. 

I need not tell yon that the results of 
your work are not easily tabulated, and 
that its ful! reward comes to him only 
who loves the doing of it. The best of 
your work lies below the surface and 
cannot be measured by even the infalli- 
ble tape-line of the district examiner. It 
does not always reveal itself in class 
lists and does not always win applause 
at commencement exercises. But it is 
real work nono the less. You know that 
it has been done. Some day your pupils 
will know. it counts and it lasts ami 
will reappear in the characters, the ac- 
tivities am! the achievements of t he 
men and women of the ful ore, who now, 
ill their youth, are the subjects of your 
work. 

These considerations furnish tin- ne- 
cessary Stimulus to all true teachers. 
The so-called teachers, who are sordid, 
superficial or lazy, will not be satisfied 
with such n reward — and, indeed, it will 
not lie available to them. Of these, I 
hope, we peed not take account. Their 
work bears the marks of its parentage; 
the least effort for the most money; the 
most show for the least substance; the 
employment of ingenious devices for

And you won't 
forget with what unfeigned thankful- 
ness, with what fiendish delight you 
hurled from sight the books, which other- 
wise would, like empty bottles, remind 
yon of painful experiences now happily 
past. 

But perhaps I am not recounting your 
experiences ,u all. It may be that 1 am 
nut revealing my own depravity. If so, 
my case must be desperate indeed, for 
the exposure awakens no shame and 
Id the confessions 
teacher I did not 
ll co- 
yet 

wicked "enough to be glad that 1 did not. 

Facts are necessary, of course, as ne- 
cessary to the development of the mind 
as fund is lo that of the body, and as lit- 
tle good unless they arc digested, and I 
know of no reason to suppose that wise 
discrimination as to kind and quantity 
is not. as essential to health and growth 
in one case ns in the other. 

Tiie true educator has not in view the 
using up of books, but the building up of 
men and women, and lie is not wedded 
to the formula— boys and girls plus 
hooks equal men and women. 

The Tahiti of ii mechanic's work is not 
determined bv the number of tools lie 
has used in doing it, but by the effect 
produced upon the materia! to which his 
labor lilts been applied, Books are the 
teacher's tools, the value of which to 
the pupil depends largely upon the skill 
witli which they are used by the teach- 
er in doing his work. And his success 
is not to he measured by the number 
of books be has used upon his pupils, or 
alone by the amount of information lie 
has through them imparted. Success 
will mean that lie lias awakened m his 
pupils the love of truth and the desire 
to pursue its ways and to extend its 
dominion; excited in them the desire for 
knowledge and directed them to the 
lields where it is to be obtained; pro- 
moted the cultivation of the habit of 
industry and the disposition to apply it 
to useful and unselfish work. It will 
mean that he has made them conscious 
of their powers and of the obligation 
i.itailed by their possesion in the pres- 
ence of the world's needs made audible in 
a thousand calls; that he has helped 
them to experience something of the in- 
spiration of a worthy motive, the fas- 
cination of a lofty purpose, the explor- 
ation of noble effort and the joy of ben- 
eficent achievement. 

It is possible that, in the fnithful pur- 
suil of these aims, the teacher may not 
torn out many "star" pupils. Cortmo- 
ly he will not, to the neglect of the 
many, lit a lew bright ones for exam- 
ination. His aim will bo the greatest 
good to the greatest number, and teach- 
ers, like law-makers, should always be 
governed by that principle, and by
